Liberates 30 


LONDON, Monday, July 31—(AP)—Gen. Ivan Cherniakhovsky, 37-year-old Jewish 
tank expert, yesterday sent his Third White Russian army troops crashing seven miles into 
the Suwalki triangle of German East Prussia in a sudden powerful offensive which hurled 
the enemy out of 300 towns and villages on a 68-mile front. 


A Moscow bulletin announced ‘ 
the capture of Giby, seven inailes 
inside the Suwalki triangle which 
Germany took from conquered Po- 
land in 1939 and annexed to East 
Prussia. 

The Russians under Cherniak- 
hovsky, one of the youngest and 
ablest Soviet military leaders, 
were within 24 miles of German 
East Prussia proper, and Berlin 
also announced a “major” Soviet 
assault in the Augustow sector, 21 
miles southwest of Giby and only 
eight miles from prewar German 
East Prussia.

BARI, Italy, July 30.—(7)— 
Germany has withdrawn nearly 
all first-line troops from Yugo- 
slavia and is reshuffling the re- 
mainder to mask new northward 
movements, a reliable report here 
said today. | 

Seventeen German divisions | 
were in the country July 1, but | 
only 10 remain now—all but one 
of them second-rate units, and the 
force now opposing Marshal Tito’'s 
Yugoslav Partisans by the most 
liberal estimate is less than 350,- 
000 men, the report said. 


Besides the 10 German units, | 
this force includes an Albanian | 
and three Bulgarian. divisions, | 
and scattered Quisling units under | 
such. leadership as that of the 
Croatian, Dr. Ante Pavelic, and 
Field Marshal Nedic. 


Field Marshal Von Weichs, Nazi | 
commander of operations in Yugo- | 
slavia, Albania and Greece, is said | 
to have moved his headquarters | 
northward from Belgrade to Za- 
greb, and Lt. Gén.

Seaman Visits Atlanta Mother 


By CECILE DAVIS. 

Yeoman John Clark, reported 
missing in action when his ship 
was sunk in the invasion of Nor- 
mandy, is home again, wearing 
the Purple Heart above the three 
campaign ribbons -of his Navy 
blues. 

“It was a miracle,” pretty Mrs. 
Edith Clark said with conviction, 
as she smiled proudly at her red- 
haired son. “We thought John 
was dead, and when he tele- 
phoned from Boston, I was sure 
I was imagining things.” 


But Mrs. Clark wasn’t dreaming 
and five days later John arrived 
in Atlanta on a 30-day survivor’s 
leave, just five weeks after \his 
mother received the telegram— 
mfissing in action.” 

THROWN 30 FEET IN AIR 


“T was aboard the U. S. S. Rich 
when it was sunk in the channel 
on D-Day,” John explained. 
“There were three underwater ex- 
plosions, presumably mines. The 
second explosion threw me about 
30 feet in the air, and I threw 
myself into the water because I 
knew I’d have a better chance 
there than on the ship if a third 
explosion occurred. 

About 20 yards away was a PT 
boat,” he continued. “I was swim- 
ming toward it when there was 
another explosion. That time I 
passed out, injured internally. 

“My life belt kept me afloat,” 
Clark said, “and the next thing I 
knew I was on the PT boat on my 
way to a naval hospital. We were 
just half a mile from the coast of 
France when the Rich was sunk,” 
he added. 

“SCARED” ON D-DAY 

“When we started for France 
on D-Day I was scared to death,” 
Clark said. “No one can truthfully 
say he wasn’t scared. But you get 
used to it after a while.” 

John, old for his 19 years, has 
been in the Navy 15 months. Dur- 
ing his 10 months on sea duty he 
has crossed the Atlantic 16 or 17 
times, he estimates. He has also 
served in the South Pacific, and 
on his campaign ribbon he wears 
a star, denoting service in a major 
engagement while on convoy duty.
